Starkie is also a celebrated wanderer who h as spent many holidays roaming with 
the gypsies of continental Europe* He speaks the ancient gypsy language and has 
traveled with them in Spain and Italy, over Hungary and through old Itoumnnia to the 
shores of the Black Sea* 

He has lectured in .France, Spain, Italy, Scandinavia, Britain, United States, 
Canada, Central and South America, and has authored numerous internationally read 
books*
